&RGHt Whose mission in Guatenuaia was to distribute 
pro-Castro and Cozsunist proraganda among university 
students"; translator of a boos written by forzer 
Guatemalan President Juan Jose AREYALO, "The 
Fable of the Shark and the Sardines," which assails . : : 
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SVVeTimeat and disiness in the United States. !

a. Viola June COBB, born in Ponca J 
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City, Oklshona, on 24 August 1927, left 
howe for Mexico City in 1947-48 after 

her father renerried. She hss since lived 
in Beuador, Cuca, and Mexico, and has 
been involved with the men and politics 
of a nunber of Latin Countries. | Durirg 
these years sic has ceveloped a host of 
friends and accuaintarces, both U.S. and 
Latin, that includes political lenders, 
journalists, ciplozats, and mea and wonen 
from a number of professions, sone of 
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Her taste in friends is omnivorous aud 

she embraces (ssretimes literally) and 

has access to extrerists fron both right 

anu left political groups anc has variously 
been accepted and distrustes by both pro~ . 
and anti-U.S. interest groups. (See List 

of Associates, para. 3,d,l, below}. First 
contacted by a KUJSARK Staff Suployee in 
Habana in 1963 rhea she was enployed by 

the govermmrit of Five Castrc, shs reperted 
on Coban personnel and activities until 

she left Cuba and for some tise afterward. 
She was picked up by Mexico Stetion in 
Deceaber 1951 when she had lost her access -— 
to Cuban targets aaa has bess réporting 

on the activities ard thinking of various 
Latin pro-Corzunjst revolutioaaries 
including(LINLucal a Communist Party - 
penetration who is her current lover. 


b. She has intentionally or 
unintentionally indicated her enploysent 
with the U.S. Government to a nexber of 
intimates and ecquaintances. Persons 
suspecting her scsociation with U.S. 
intelligence include the following: 
Horacio GODOY, Argentine law profossor; 
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Bayless HASNIEG, Yale University: law 
professor; 

Hichael Sidney COLIN, U.8. citizen who 

vas associated with tililan Morgan 

in Habana; 

Rosalbo ROCA, close friend in New York 

who is a citizen of the Dosinicar Republic; 
and Diane ALEXANDRIA, also a friend in 

Hew York City on resicent visa. 


2. Yo Merch 1962 she was called before 


the Senate Subcommittee on snteruas 


Security and questicned on Cuban associations 


and activities. To our knowlecge, she 
did not divulge any contact with EUEARK. 
AS a result of this hearing, sce was 
contacted by Drew Pearzon's assistant, 
Jack Ancerson, and the interview resulted 
in an article in Parade, the Fashington 
Post, 12 August 150Z:
